Charles D. Webb, Williams’ attorney, 
who used e^ery means in his power to 
secure executive clemency for the con- 
demned man, received the following 
communication Saturday*: 



Williams* Own Story. 

The following is Clarence ’Williams’ 
own story of his life, as dictated by him 
for Thk News: 

My father is Peter Williams and my 
mother is named Ellen Barrett. My 
mother left here when I was a small boy 
in 1888 with Mrs. Thompson, and I 
stayed with my father for about two 
years until he treated me so bad that I 
left him. After that I stayed in town 
with Martin Palmer for one year, and 
after that I stayed in Claysville the 
balance of my life, until I got into this 
trouble. 

The public called me a mean man 
simply because I wouldn’t let every- 
body run over me. I am a small man and 
carried a gun to protect myself. - The 
first time I ran away from home I asked 
him to let me go hunting and that night 
when I came home he jumped on me 
and beat me until I could hardly stand 
up. It seemed like I was the black 
sheep of the family so [ left home and 
stayed with Vol Howe, and my father 
came after me and said he was going to 



The Death Warrant. 

On Saturday morning Sheriff Bowen, 
in the presence of Jailer Kiser and Dep» 
u y Jailer Gibson, read the death war- 
rant to Williams in his cell. The con- 
demned man listened to the reading with- 
out any outward show of feeling what- 
ever, and Deputy Jailer Gibaon, who 
watched his face closely, says he did not 
move an eyelash even. The following la 
the death warrant : 



Williams* Last Statement 



1 won’t have anything to say Monday 
but will say all I have to say to-day 
(Wednesday, December 0th.) I hope 
all men and boys will take my advice 
and not let women or whiskev or a gnn 
get the beet of them. Look what a 
women has brought me to. I have to 
suffer death for people getting np in the 
court house and perjuring themselves. 
Take warning of me and pick your 
company. It is altogether in the com- 
pany you keep, and you will find out 
that you will get through the world 
better if you pick your company. 

A friend in need is a friend indeed. 
I will say that if Forrest Lang had been 
brother to me he conld not have treated 
me any better. There was nothing in 
his power that I asked him to do for me 
bat wbat he did. 

I am to hang dead by the neck in a 
few days, to which I was sentenced by 
the June term of Coart. I did not 
kill Josie Tillman with the intention of 
killing her, bat (he Commonwealth of 
Kentucky found me guilty and fixed my 
punishment at death. I am thankful to 
my lawyer, Mr. Webb, for what he has 
done for me. I think he has done his 

doty in every respect. I am also thank- 
ful to Gov. W. O. Bradley for what he 
has done, and would like tor him to do 
more if bB will. 

I have done nothing to die for bnt if 
I most I will this ehjnld be a lesson to 
the younger people who are conducting 
themselves disorderly in the communi- 
ties in which they live. I have led the 
wrong kind of a life from the beginning 
and I am sorry for the country to know 
of it. There are lots of things I have 
done in life 1 dont want the pub- 
lic to know of because of its disgrace 

I have found no peace with my Maker 
and don’t think there is any place in 
Heaven for me. I have appealed to the 
Supreme Being bat it was all in vain. 
I guess the devil Iias got the bill of sale 
for so corrupt I dont want to 

hear a prayer from the month of any 
one and I am not anxious to see anyone 
except some that belongs in jiil. 

I suppose that my sentence will be 
executed December Uth. Now I truly 
hope the boys of this community and 

elsewhere who are standing in open rain 
will take warning from my case, and 
never be guilty of any crime in the least. 
Also nse this as a lesson and it will gaidt- 
them right.

Expiates His Terrible 
Crime Upon the 
Gallows.

Clarence Williams, who paid the 
death penalty for the mnrder of J osie 
Tillman, bis paramour, was a young 
negro man about twenty-five years old, 
weighing probably 140 pounds. He 
lived in Claysville, and last January 
finished serving two years in the peni- 
tentiary for shootiug and wounding 
William Warren. Shortly after his re- 
lease he and Henry Walker drove two 
cows belonging to Eld. J. 8 Sweeney 
over to Georgetown and sold them. 
With part of this money be went to 
Lexington and bought a pistol which 
was the weapon he used iD killing the 
Tillman girl. 

Williams was very illiterate, not being 
able to read or write, and dictated all 
of bis communications, after he was 
confined in the Paris jail, to Forreet 
Lang, who wrote them for him. All 
daring his confinement, even after being 
sentenced to death, Williams has been 
in good spirits, and never seemed to 
realize the enormity of his crime. He 
persistently refused to see ministers and 
bad but few callers besides his relatives, 
his attorney and newspaper men. 

Williams willingly siood in the jail 
yard while a News man took the photo- 
graph from which the above cat was 
made. He was giatefnl for a copy of

Statement From Williams. He Tells Of 
the Crime and His Reasons for . 
k Committing it. 



At ten minutes to seven Williams be- 
gan bis march to the scaffold. He was 
in charge of Deputy Sheriff Mitchell 
who had previously pinioned his arm. 
Williams wore a black suit of clothes 
with a red rose ou the lapel of his coat. 

Sheriff Bowen brought up the rear. 
He ascended the scaffold with a firm 
step and took his place on the trap. 

Eld. J. C. Graves saDg a hymn and 
delivered a prayer. The noose was then 
adjusted, the black cap drawn, and at 
7;05 the drop fell. 

His neck was broken and his death was 
painless. At 7:15 Drs. F. M. Faries, 
Win. Kenney and Ben Frank pronoanced 
him dead. 

As the noose was placed on his neck 
he exclaimed, “Draw it tight.” at the 
same time recognizing a friend in the 
crowd said : “Good bye Wee.” 



At 7:0) o’clock this morning, in 
the yard of the Bourb >n County 
Jail, Clarence Williams paid the 
extreme penalty of the 'aw for the 
murder of Judie Tillman, by being 
hung by the neck until he was 
dead. 

HIS LAST HOURS. 

Williams retired early, aud at nine 

* 

o’clock he was in bed and slept soundly 
throngh the night. He was, however, 
up early. At five o’clock he arose and 
began to dress himself. The wonder- 
ful nerve he has displayed all along 
has caused those who have been in daily 

contact with him to wonder. His first

pnt me in jail until I was twenty -one 
years old. I begged him not to do that 
and I would come home and be a good 
boy. 

After I came back home be worked 
me for a week when I was sick and 
wouldn’t gefme a doctor. ~I*took down 
in bed with a fever and I laid in bed 
four months and got np too soon and 
took a backset. The cause of my taking 
the backset was that he made me go to 
the field and shuck eight shocks of corn 
in the snow and March winds. He ran 
me away from hom* once with a shot- 
gun and told me to stay away and never 
come back, if I did he would kill me. 

After that I had trouble with Wil- 
liam Warren and I shot him once in th< 
abdomen and ouce in the arm, aud 
served two years iu th^ Fraukf >rt peni- 
tentiary for it. Pri vi«ms to tuis I had 
Josie Tillman as a paramour and Cap 
Tillmau fouud it out aud took her out to

Magowan’s, and told him if I came out 
there to kill me. Then I never had 
anything to do with her uutil I came 
back ftorn the “ pen.” 

I took np with heron the third day of 
Jannai ; ana paramour and I stayed 
with her until I killed her — the one I 
loved— Josie Tillman. 

I was ou the table at Sam Graffort’s 
grocery in Claysville and Henry Walker 
came to me and ssked if I wanted to 
make some money. I asked him what 
doiDg and he said he had some cows to 
sell and we would make about $75 or 
$80. I told him I never did anything 
like that bnt be insisted on me going 
with him and I finally went with him, 
aud we took them te Georgetown and 
sold thein for $45 and went to Lexington, 
where we divided the money. If it 
hadn’t been for him I wouldn’t be where 
1 am to-day — in the Paris jail, con- 
demned to be hung. 

1 bought my gun in Lexington. I 
killed Josie Tillman bnt I didn’t go to 

do it. It w&su’t my intention to kill her 
but to scare her and make her come 
back to me. I do not believe I won Id 
have shot her if she had stood etill, bnt 
she wheeled to rnn, and that was the 
canse of her getting shot. The 
evidence that was given against me I 
could not blame the jurymen. There 
was lots of perjuring done on the stand, 
if it was only known. There was a 
great deal of malace against me in my 
case, and at that they won’t make any 
great fortune for it. All I can say is

Story of The Crime 



The crime for which Clarence Wil- 
liams was executed, was committed ot 
Wt-dnesday, March 22d, 1899, in Clays 
ville, which has added so many mur- 
ders to the criminal history of Paris. 

Williams aud Josie Tillman, who had 
been keeping company since January, 
were standing in a doorway talking, 
when some persou the other side of the 
street called to the girl to come over. 
She left Williams, who called to her as 
she ieac' ed the middle of the street, 
asking her to couie back to biui. In 
stead of coming back she started to ran, 
when Williams palled his pistol and 
fired thrte shots at her. One of the bal- 
lets took effect, entering her back at the 
right side, passing through her liver and 
oat her breast. The wonnded girl died 
the next afternoon. 

Thekilliug caused the greatest ex- 
citement in the village where so many 
mystr .‘ions crimes have been committed 
and so few ferreted oat and the crimi- 
nals captured. 

Immediately after the killing Wil- 
liams disappeared. - At two o’clock on 
the same afternoon a warrant for his ar- 
rest was issued and Deputy Sheriff W. 
W. Mitchell, Constable Joe Williams 
ana pfficer George Hill started in pur- 
suit of the murderer. He was traced to 
Lloyd Asbnrst’s farm near this city 
where they arrested him just one honr 
after the warrant was issued. He was 
in a cornfield wheu apprehended by the 
officers, and bad on bis person a revolver 
with every chamber loaded, bnt he made 
no effort to nee it w hen be saw the 
officers. 

After being arrested, the murderer’s 
first question waa “ Is Josie dead T* 
He said that the shooting was accidental, 
as he jnst shot to scare her. He was 
immediately brought to Paris and placed 
in jail to await trial. It was alleged 
that Williams said two weeks before 
the shooting that he expected to hill the 
girl at some time. 

Coroner H. H. Roberts held an inquest 
over the body of the dead girl and the 
jary returned a verdict that she came 
to her death from a gunshot wound in- 
flicted by Clarence Williams. 

The murdered girl waa a comely col- 
ored girl, the daughter of “Cap” Till- 
man, a one-armed negro who is a noted 
character in Claysville.

Williams kept bis wonderful nerve to 
the last, and it was the universal opinion 
that he died the gameat of any person 
ever executed iu the State. 

The execution was the most successful 
one ever had in the State. 

The scaffold was erected in the South- 
western side of the jail yard, near the 
railroad bridge. 

The spectators were admitted by gate- 
keeper Joe Williams, upon the presenta- 
tion of the black-bordered card )f ad- 
mission, 

Williams began yesterday to make 
preparations for the exeention. He was 
shaved by Forrest Lang. The doomed 
man wore a plain black suit furnished 
by Parker & James. The coffin was 
furnished by undertaker G. W. Davis. 

At fonr o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Williams was visited by Rev. Webster 
and fonr deacons of the colored Baptist 
Church, who played and sang with him. 
Williams said that he bad made bis 
peace with his Maker, and that he was 
ready to die. To a News reporter 
Williams said that heknew the boar and 
would not take any stimnlent to nerve 
himself for the terrible ordeal. 

Daring the religions services a noisy 
crowd laughed and joked below the 
window of the death cell, and called to 
the prisoner to get a glimpse of him. 

To a News reporter Williams said that 
he did not want his mother, who lives in 
Mississippi to know how be died. His 
father is alive but does not liye in Paris.

and thread, as he wished to sew a but- 
ton on his clothes A female prisoner 
was taken to his cell to do the sewing, 
and her extreme nervousness caused 
him to smile. “Why, you are more 
nervous than I am,” he said. He thread- 
ed a fiue cambric needle by candle light. 

The efforts of the minister yesterday 
had a marked effect ou him. He was 
perfectly resigned to his iate, and said 



Cantrill appointed Judge Charles IT 
Webb as his counsel, to be assisted by 
Rogers & Moore. The trial consumed 
lees than half a day, the hearing of the 
evidence occupying only a short time. 
Speeches were made for the defendant 
by Jndge Webb and attorney S. B. 

Rogers, and Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Frankliu spoke for the prosecution. The 
case was then given to the jnrv, which 
after twenty minntes’ deliberation, re- 
turned a verdict fixing bis punishment 
at death. Jndge Cantrill passed sen- 
tence on Williams, and nainad Septem- 
ber 1st as the date for bis execution. 
Jndge Webb then took the case to the 
Court of Appeals, which affirmed the 
decision of the lower court. Gov. Brad- 
ley then named December 11th as the 
day when Williams must pay the pen- 
alty for his crime. 

Jndge Cantrill complimented the de- 
fendant’s counsel upon the management 
of the case, and the condemned man ex- 
pressed himself as well satisfied with 
their efforts in bis behalf. It is doubt- 
ful if any lawyer could have saved 
Williams from the gallows, the evidence 
showing no extenuating circumstances.

Aluminium Clock Hand*. 

“One of the finest and lightest ma- 
terials that are now largely used for 
making clock hands is aluminium,” 
said a leading clock manufacturer re- 
cently. “Until recently the pointers 
of big clocks, when not made of wood, 
were composed of two thin strips of 
copper, which were capped or hollow- 
ed and then brought together, edge to 
edge, with the rounded sides out, thus 
giving strength as well as lightness. 
The aluminium clock pointers are 
made just in the same way as the 
copper ones, but they possess the mer- 
it of being twice as light and are far 
easier to balance. 

“It isn’t unusual on large clocks to 
see projecting from the base of the 
long pointer and in line with it a rod 
with a ball at the end, this rod be- 
ing perhaps a third as long as the big 
pointer. This rod and ball act as a 
counterweight for the big pointer, 
which, without a counterweight, would 
in its movement around the dial bear 
unevenly upon the arbor or shaft which 
carries it. On great clocks and ofteu 
on big timepieces indoors this counter- 
poise is placed inside the dial out of 
sight on the arbor. 

“The heavier the pointer the greater 
the weight required in the counter- 
poise; the greater the weight the more 
friction on the arbor, and the more 
i friction the greater the power requir- 
ed to drive the clock. By the use of 
aluminium pointers these drawbacks 
are reduced to a minimum.” — Wash- 
ington Star.
